PROMINENT LATINS INVITED TO U. S. 


Dr. Antonio Castro Leal, Professor of In- 
ternational Law and Mexican Literature of 
the National University of Mexico, writer, 
and former diplomat, is visiting the United 
States as a guest of the Department of 
State. He is recognized as an authority on 
Mexican and Spanish-American literature, 
and represented Mexico at the Habana Con- 
ference on Intellectual Cooperation in 1941, 
and at the Conference on Progressive Edu- 
cation at Ann Arbor, Michigan, the same 
year. He is the author of several well- 
known books, and a frequent contributor to 
periodicals. He has also edited the Libro 
Negro or “Black Book,” a work of European 
writers dealing with life in occupied Europe 
and the horrors of the Nazi regime. This 
book is being circulated in Mexico and 
South America in a limited edition, and Dr. 
Castro Leal plans to issue a larger edition 
in the near future, in order that greater 
distribution may be effected. 

Dr. Rail Soulés Baldé, prominent Vene- 
zuelan physician and newspaper editor, is 
at present visiting the United States as a 
zuest of the Department of State. He is 
especially interested in the study of tuber- 
culosis, and is one of the leaders of the 
anti-tuberculosis campaign being carried on 
in Venezuela. He is also interested in gen- 
eral problems of public health and social 
service. 

Dr. Osear Julio Maggiolo, former Director 
of Primary Education in Uruguay and well 
known leader in South American educa- 
tional circles, arrived in Washington and 
will visit various parts of the United States 
as a guest of the Department of State. 
During his stay, Dr. Maggiolo plans to 
study the problems of education in war 
time, and also specific matters such as the 
application of agriculture to education. the 
school as related to the family, and others. 

José Bonilla Atiles, Dean of the Law 
School of the University of Santo Domingo, 
arrived in Washington and will tour the 
eountry as a guest of the Department of 
State. He is well acquainted with the legal 
systems of almost every country in the 
world, and has made a special study of the 
law of Real Property. At the present time, 
he is prevaring a book on this subject, 
which will svecifically deal with the laws 


of the Dominican Republic. These laws 
Dr. Bonilla Atiles exvlains, are a direct 
adaptation of United States law, and par- 


ticularly of the law of the State of Massa- 
chusetts. And it is with this in mind that 
he will be particularly interested to visit 
not only Massachusetts but Illinois, Mis- 


rouri, and several other states, so that the 
results of his observations may find a place 
in his book. 

José Pedro Puig, Chief of the Cinemato- 
graphic Section of the National Council on 
Primary and Normal Education in Uruguay, 
arrived in Washington for a three months’ 
visit at the invitation of the Department of 
State. He is greatly interested in the war 
effort of the United States and expects to 
report on that to his fellow countrymen on 
his return to Uruguay. 

Sr. Puig has produced several 16 mm. 
films on educational topics in his country, 
and has brought four of these films with 


him to the United States, dealing with 
rural schools and the life of country chil- 
dren in Uruguay. He plans to show these 


pictures before teachers in schools and uni- 
versities, and other groups of persons in- 
terested in observing and studying visual 
education in the other American republics. 


RECIPROCAL TRADE LAW 
EXTENDED 


The Administration won two more years 
of control over tariffs when the Democratic 
majority in the Senate, with some Repub- 
lican help, rolled through a resolution ex- 
tending the nine-year-old reciprocal trade 
agreements law. The vote was 50 to 23. 
Already approved by the House, the bill 
now goes to the White House for certain 
signature.

soe B. CRANE was born in Chicago, Illinois, but received his public school education in Fort 
Wayne, Indiana. He graduated from Northwestern University in Evanston, Illinois, in 1924, becoming 
the State editor of the Fort Wayne News-Sentinel shortly after graduation. In the fall of 1925 he 
left the newspaper field to enroll in the Graduate School of Arts and Sciences of Harvard Univer- 
sity, where he took his Master of Arts degree in Economics in 1926 and his Ph.D. degree in 1932. 
From 1926 to 1937, with the exception of the year 1934-35, he taught at Harvard as an instructor 
and tutor in economics, teaching and directing research in transportation and public utilities. During 
1934-35 he was Traveling Fellow for the Social Science Research Council, spending most of the year 
in England. His research for the Council was directed to an investigation of British Regulation and 
Control of non-monopolistic industries. While teaching at Harvard, Dr. Crane found time (1932-1934) 
to act as Director of the Air Mail Investigation authorized by the Committee on the Post Office and 
Post Roads of the House of Representatives, under the chairmanship of James Mead. From 1937 
to 1941 he served as Assistant Professor of Economics and Transportation at Northwestern University, 
teaching courses both in the college and the School of Commerce. While at Northwestern he also 
acted as Director of a $300,000 government sponsored research project on the Economic Develop- 
ment of Illinois Cities. In January, 1942, he came to the Interstate Commerce Commission as Senior 
Economist and editor of the Monthly Review of Transportation Statistics, a post which he held until 
his transfer to the Department of Commerce in March, 1943, as Chief of the Transportation Unit.

Vice-Chairman, Inter-American Commercial Arbitration coal

N Thursday, May 
O 20th, a uhique pro- 

gram took place at 
the Hotel Astor in New 
York. The term “unique” 
is used, because, for the 
first time, a group of men 
appeared before an audi- 
ence of a highly informed 
nature, and, figuratively, 
took off their coats, rolled 
up their sleeves and went 
to the mat on vital ques- 
tions of a highly contro- 
versial nature. 

Sponsored by the Inter- 
American Commercial Ar- 
bitration Commission, this 
meeting was called, “The 
First Western Hemisphere 
Conference on Foreign 
Trade and Arbitration.” 
It was intended to be a 
prelude to the Commis- 
sion’s dinner on the same 
date, but in the opinion of many present 
“it stole the show.” 

The Conference idea was developed some 
months ago at a luncheon during which a 
program committee was formed to plan 
observances of the tenth anniversary of 
the founding of the Western Hemisphere 
System of Arbitration. This committee, 
under the chairmanship of Mr. James H. 
Drumm, was composed of John F. Budd, 
David E. Grant, Philip J. Gray, Edward S. 
Rogers and John W. White, and set to 
work immediately on planning what it was 
thought would be a really constructive 
conference. 

From the many outstanding subjects 
that are commanding increasing attention 
in inter-American relations and discussion, 
the program committee selected four which 
it crowded into an afternoon session which 
was attended by more than 300 leaders in 
inter-American and international trade. 
These included: “Economic Expansion of 
Latin-American Republics and Good 
Neighbor Projects;” “Labor in _ Inter- 
American Trade Relations;” “Cancellation 
and Adjustment of War Contracts;” and 
“Patents and Cartels.” 

The first of these subjects, “Economic 
Expansion of Latin-American Republics

and Good Neighbor Pro- 
jects,” and the continu- 
ance of this expansion 
after the war, is, of 
course, a matter of grave 
concern to every far-see- 
ing American and those 
invited to participate in 
the discussion were men 
whose experience in the 
past, and whose present 
work has placed them in 
the forefront of inter- 
American affairs. 

Joseph C. Rovensky, As- 
sistant Coordinator of In- 
ter-American Affairs, in 
charge of the Division of 
Commerce and _ Finance, 
and Raymond H. Geist, 
Chief of the Division of 
Commercial Affairs, De- 
partment of State, have 
been closely associated 
with the program on in- 
ter - American economic 
expansion from its inception. 

This was amply proven by the discus- 
sion in which they participated. Mr. 
Rovensky’s exposition on the subject was 
a masterly analysis of the work being done 
to foster and develop a sound economy 
among the other American Republics. His 
remarks included information that was 
new to many of his listeners, as he out- 
lined the vast and intricate network of 
contractual relationships that has arisen 
as a result of the work being done to cre- 
ate a commercially sound hemispheric 
economy. He showed how one activity is 
complementary and supplementary to an- 
other—how the smooth functioning of each 
is essential to the general program—and 
how commercial arbitration between the 
Americas acts as an instrument to speed 
up the process—for present war needs and 
future peace requirements. 

This story, presented simply, and with 
great force, was supplemented by Mr. 
Geist’s discussion of “Some Aspects of 
Postwar Foreign Trade,” during which he 
revealed the relationship between the De- 
partment of State and the governmental 
agencies interested in inter-American 
work. Mr. Geist expressed optimism con- 
cerning the future development of recip-

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rocal inter-American economy, and echoed 
President Roosevelt’s remarks made dur- 
ing his recent meeting with President 
Camacho of Mexico on the “interdepen- 
dence” of the American Republics. 
Such interdependence, he explained, as 
well as trade relations with the rest of the 
world, will rely upon arbitration as a vehi- 
cle toward the settlement of trade con- 
troversies to an increasing degree. While 
most of his audience were aware of the 
importance of arbitration in foreign trade, 
Mr. Geist’s forthright tribute to the work 
of the Inter-American Commercial Arbi- 
tration Commission is doing, and can do 
in the future, cast a new official light upon 
the subject. 

The next speaker, Robert J. Watt, Inter- 
national Representative of the American 
Federation of Labor, introduced a new 
aspect of the importance of labor in inter- 
national relations, and especially in inter- 
American relations. Replying to a ques- 
tion from the floor, he was emphatic in 
stressing the need for us to regard labor 
organizations and problems of Latin 
America as being in an extremely forma- 
tive stage. Mr. Watt made a valuable con- 
tribution to greater understanding, in de- 
scribing the condition of laboring groups 
in Latin America, and in indicating the 
need to provide them with self-sustaining 
purchasing power—not only for their own 
sake but for our own as well. In bringing 
this problem to the attention of the Con- 
ference, Mr. Watt added a note of warn- 
ing that in all dealings with our neighbors 
south of the Rio Grande, we must remem- 
ber that each is a sovereign State, with 
sovereign rights, and that we must not 
and cannot expect to assume any of the 
legitimate functions belonging to them. 

Of the deepest interest to the business- 
man in the United States today is the im- 
portant subject of the cancellation and 
adjustment of the billions of dollars’ worth 
of war contracts. The Conference, in ap- 
proaching that subject, utilized the ser- 
vices of two outstanding authorities. Mr. 
Dundas Peacock, Controller, The Elliot 
Company, Jeannette, Pa., made a telling 
address in which he uncovered every phase 
of the situation and presented a clear, 
logical method of dealing with it. His dis- 
cussion caused a great deal of interested 
comment, and he answered many questions 
addressed from the floor. The fact that 
many requests for his speech have been 
made since the Conference, indicates the 
tremendous interest in this important sub- 
ject. It is another illustration of the sound 
thinking which prompted the creation of 
the Conference itself. 

Morris Ernst, prominent attorney, who 
opened the discussion, urged immediate 
action in meeting this problem. 

The speakers brought home a thorough 
understanding of the seriousness of the 
situation and while in the writer’s opinion

there are many steps to be taken before 
a program can be actually adopted, what 
they said constitutes a valuable contribu- 
tion to work in this field. 

One of the most important questions in 
the public mind today is what part have 
internationally-owned patents and cartels 
played in giving Germany a preferred po- 
sition in the war, and what will happen to 
patent pools and cartel agreements when 
the war ends. How will they be unscram- 
bled, their war earnings allocated and their 
ownership restored? The United States 
Government, as represented by the Eco- 
nomic Adviser to the Anti-Trust Division 
of the Department of Justice, Joseph 
Borkin, holds the view that there can be 
no return to the pre-war system and that 
the U. S. Government is going to have a 
very great deal to say about their status 
after the war. In his book, “Germany’s 
Master Plan,” and in his discussion, 
he stoutly maintained the view that the 
agreements existing at the beginning of 
the war put Germany way ahead and that 
it was a risk that could not again be faced. 

Mr. Gilbert H. Montague, distinguished 
member of the New York Bar and attor- 
ney for many corporations, denounced this 
viewpoint as an unwarranted assumption 
not based on facts, and pointed out the 
short-sightedness of Americans in not 
benefitting under these patent agreements 
and accused Mr. Borkin of obscuring the 
issue and of heaping abuse upon business- 
men who were using these agreements for 
the best interests of America. 

This presentation by the two speakers 
was followed by a brisk and heated ques- 
tion and answer period, in which there 
were many questions from the floor; and 
by unpromised “rump” discussions to de- 
bate the issues raised by the speakers. 

The First Western Hemisphere Confer- 
ence in relating as it did these important 
subjects to the interests of the many coun- 
tries that compose it, did not end only in 
talk. It was suggested and adopted that 
further Conferences be held, that the pro- 
gram committee be invited to consider 
further the problems presented and new 
ones and arrange for similar arbitration 
conferences not only in New York but in 
different parts of the country. It was also 
the sense of the meeting that these sub- 
jects be made the subiect of further study 
and discussion and that action be taken 
to use arbitration in the solution of the 
many post-war problems they will present. 
Requests are being received from Cham- 
bers of Commerce and other groups in the 
United States to include these subjects on 
their fall programs. 

What the Conference accomplished, it 
seems to me, was a long step forward in 
getting this hemisphere to consider some 
of the coming post-war problems from a 
united hemispherical point of view and to 
plan common action.

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The Transportation Unit

WASHINGTON, D. C. 


HE Transportation Unit serves both pri- 

vate industry and other government 

agencies, particularly war agencies, in 
solving all problems which involve trans- 
portation. ‘lransportation is considered in 
its broadest sense to include power and 
communications as well as direct line-haul 
transport carriers. The extensive functions 
performed by the Unit are divided into three 
parts: foreign transportation, domestic 
transportation, and shipping. 

The foreign transportation staff collects, 
analyzes and disseminates data relating to 
foreign railways, highways, pipelines, and 
air lines. The information collected includes 
such data as operating and rate structures, 
costs, financial conditions, corporate organi- 
zation, government legislation and control, 
labor relationships, and competitive condi- 
tions. A large part of the staff’s present 
effort is devoted to making a series of spe- 
cial field surveys of transportation facilities 
in South America, Central America, Europe, 
and Africa for the Board of Economic War- 
fare and other war agencies. 

The staff dealing with domestic transpor- 
tation engages in the same tyve of fact 
collecting and analysis as that of the for- 
eign transportation staff and, in addition, 
prepares periodic reports for other govern- 
ment agencies interpreting and evaluating 
current transportation developments. Spe- 


cial attention is being given to the future 
role of air transportation and to an analysis 
of the commodities which possess the char- 
acteristics best suited for this speedier but 
more expensive form of carriage. 

The staff assigned to shipping maintains 
a comprehensive research and intelligence 
service covering both overseas and inland 
waterway transportation. It collects and 
disseminates information on the merchant 
marines of the world, also on foreign and 
domestic ports and inland waterways, as 
well as stowage, export packing, and re- 
lated subjects. This information is made 
available to industry and to government 
agencies through the medium of handbooks, 
special reports, correspondence, and per- 
sonal contact. At the present time close 
liaison is maintained with the war agencies 
and emphasis is placed on the performance 
of strategic services for those agencies. 
Among the more recent publications are the 
following: Modern Ship Stowage, Wartime 
Control of Ocean Freight Rates in Foreign 
Trade, and Packing for Foreign Markets. 

The Unit is rapidly expanding its studies 
in the field of domestic and foreign air 
transportation and in the field of packaging 
and crating, and plans to make available to 
all interested industries and shippers the 
results of such investigations.

CALIFORNIA PERSONAL 
PROPERTY TAX 


A number of shipments for export, routed 
by way of California ports, have become 
subject to the Personal Property Tax of 
the State of California due to the delays 
in clearance. This Personal Property Tax 
is assessed in California as of the first 
Monday of March each year under the Cali- 
fornia State Tax Law, Article 13, Section 1, 
applying to all tangible personal property 
to provide general revenue for the support 
of the local governments. It is assessable 
throughout the State of California on one 
day only, the first day of March, and Cali- 
fornia Assessors by law are obliged to make 
assessments. The rates assessed vary with 
the locality, and the assessment and collec- 
tion of the tax is under the supervision of 
each individual county assessor. 

A bill was passed by the California State 
Assembly which would have exempted from 
taxation merchandise arrested by war con- 
ditions within the State, but this bill was 
vetoed by the Governor of California, so 
that, at the present time, the tax law re- 
ferred to above is in effect. It should be 
noted that this tax is state-wide and does 
not apply only to Los Angeles as has been 
indicated in some instances. 

The Los Angeles Chamber of Commerce 
and the San Francisco Chamber of Com- 
merce have been working on this problem 
in behalf of exporters, and advice has been 
received from Mr. Stanley T. Olafson, Man- 
ager of the Department of Foreign Com- 
merce and Shipping of the Los Angeles 
Chamber of Commerce, indicating that as 
far as Los Angeles is concerned, the Los 
Angeles County Assessor advises relative to 
merchandise manufactured for export, held 


in Los Angeles awaiting shipping docu- 
ments or vessel space on March 1, that 
County Counsel has ruled, “the property 
bought for foreign export is not, while in 
storage in the state other than that in 
which the purchase was made and while 
awaiting ships or the accumulation of 
cargo, subject to taxation by such state.” 
The Los Angeles County Assessor states, 


“Under this opinion this office will request 
reasonable proof to show that such mer- 
chandise as is claimed to be exempt has, in 
fact, been purchased or manufactured out- 
side of the State for a particular client 
outside the continental limits of the United 
States, and has been shipped to Los Angeles 
and is waiting here only for such clearance 
as may be necessary from the Federal Gov- 
ernment and the obtaining of available 
cargo space.” 

The following is a copy of a memorandum 
from the Los Angeles Chamber of Com- 
merce on this subject. It should be noted 
that this opinion and reference has to do 
only with Los Angeles County, and that 
while this may be a guide to the action of 
other counties. the determination of each 
county in which the goods were located for 
assessment on the first Monday of March. 
1943, will be determined by the Assessor of 
each County. presumably in consultation 
with the County Counsel. ; 

Where merchandise has been assessed in 
Los Angeles County, and would not be sub- 
ject to the taxation, in accordance with the

ruling of the Los Angeles County Assessor, 
proof in accordance with his ruling should 
be submitted by the owners of property 
subject to tax. Owners of property subject 
to tax in other counties should take the 
matter up with the local County Assessor 
for ruling and determination as to whether 
or not the tax applies on particular goods 
in process of export which were located in 
California on March 1, 1943. 

“On April 8th we advised you we had re- 
quested an opinion from the County Counsel 
relative to merchandise which had been manu- 
factured for export pursuant to a purchase 
order and was held in Los Angeles awuaiting 
either the proper shipping documents or space 
upon a vessel. 

“The County Counsel advises us in 
follows: 

‘We believe that such property is not sub- 
ject to local assessment and taxation, but 
is excused as an export and as property in 
foreign commerce.’ 

This must be distinguished from 

‘The mere intention of the shipper ul- 
timately to send some of the goods beyoud 
the State line, which does not in itself put 
them in interstate commerce, 
and 

‘The fact that property is manufactured 
or produced for export or that the owner 
intends to export it and has prepared at 
for that purpose, does not exempt the prop- 
erty from State taxation up to the time 
when it commences its final movement for 
transportation, * * *° 
There are several other sections of the opin- 

ion which are along the same line, citing vari- 
ous authorities and “the rule as above stated 
is that ‘preparatory gathering (for export) at 
a depot or yard’ does not place the property 
in foreign or interstate commerce.” 

The County Counsel continues, however, to 
state that ‘nevertheless, the property which 
we are concerned with falls, we believe, with- 
in an extension and mniodification of the rule, 
vis.,.that: 

“* * * the property bought for foreign ex- 
port is not, while in storage in the state 
other than that in which the purchase was 
made and while awaiting ships or the ac- 
cumulation of cargo, subject to taxation by 
such state * * *.” (11 Am. Jur. 69.) 

Under this opinion this office will requesi 
reasonable proof to show that such merchan- 
dise as is claimed to be erempt has, in fact. 
been purchased or manufactured outside of 
the State for a particular client outside the 
continental limits of the United States, and 
has been shipped to Los Angeles and is wait- 
ing here only such such clearance as may be 
necessary from the Federal Government and 
the obtaining of available cargo space.”

BRITISH PURCHASE TAX 


Notice 81-A issued by the British Com- 
missioner of Customs and Excise has just 
been received, and the full text is as fol- 
lows: 

Il. INCREASE OF THE 66 2/3 PER CENT 
KATE TO 100 PER CENT 

1. By Resolution of the House of Com- 
mons the higher rate of Purchase Tax 
hitherto 66 2/3 per cent is increased to 100 
per cent as from 13th April, 1943. Accord- 
ingly all classes of goods previously charge- 
able at 66 2/3 per cent of their wholesale 
value will be chargeable at 100 per cent if 
delivered on or after 13th April by a regis- 
tered person under a taxable sale, or if 
appropriated by a registered person on or 
after that date to retail trade or other tax- 
able purposes, 

2. Existing contracts.—It is proposed to 
include a provision in the Finance Bill to 
enable registered persons, in the absence of 
a specific agreement to the contrary, to 
increase the price at which they may have 
contracted to supply goods of a kind sub- 
ject to the increase of tax and so to recover 
from the buyer the extra amount which 
they will now have to pay to the Crown in 
respect of such goods. Registered persons 
should accordingly make immediate ar- 
rangements for charging the increased tax 
on all taxable deliveries or appropriations 
of such goods on and after the 13th April. 

3. Retail stocks.—Stocks of goods which 
have already been sold and delivered to 
unregistered buyers, e.g. retailers, prior to 
that date and stocks which have previously 
been taxed on apvropriation to retail trade 
are not affected by the increased tax. As 
regards such stocks, any increase in price 
in the case of price-regulated goods would 
be liable to challenge under the provisions 
of the Goods and Services (Price Control) 
Acts, 1939 and 1941 

4. Imported goods.—In the case of im- 
ported goods cieared for home use from a 
ship or from bonded warehouse, the _ in- 
creased rate will apply to any goods which 
are entered for home use by or on behalf of 
an unregistered buyer on or after 13th 
April. In the case of goods entered by an 
unregistered person for home use without 
previous purchase (e.g. goods on consign- 
ment for sale) security to cover payment 





of tax at the higher rate will be required 
ut the time of entry. When such goods 
have already been cleared on security being 
given, tax on the first sale after entry will 
be chargeable at the increased rate if the 
goods are delivered to the buyer under that 
sale on or after 13th April. 

5. Amendment to Notices No. 78 and No. 
78C.— Registered traders should note their 
copies of Liability Notices to the effect that 
all references therein to 66 2/3 per cent 
should, in future, be read as 100 per cent. 
Il, EXTENSION OF THE EXEMPTION FOR 

UTILITY GOODS 

6 The present exemption from Purchase 
Tax in favor of Utility cloth and apparel is 
being extended as from 38rd‘ May, 1943, to 
cover Utility goods of the following descrip- 
tions, which are duly marked in accordance 
with the relative requirements of the Board 
of Trade, viz: 

Textile articles of a kind used for domes- 
tie purposes, soft furnishings and bedding; 

Cloth of the specification numbers not al- 
ready exempt from tax; and 

Haberdashery. 

7. In order to qualify for exemption from 
tax the goods must, in all cases, be cor- 
rectly marked with the Utility mark “CC41” 
(and where necessary with the specification 
number, ete.); and they must be so marked 
at the time at which tax would have be- 
come chargeable, i.e. on delivery to an un- 
registered buyer or to a retail branch of 
the registered person’s business or on ap- 
propriation by the registered person to any 
other purpose. The exemption applies only 
if the goods are so delivered or appropri- 
ated on or after 3rd May. No rebate of tax 
can be allowed on retail stocks delivered 
or appropriated prior to that date; and it is 
not open to registered persons to take back 
such stocks from retailers or from their 
own retail branches and claim a rebate of 
tax in respect of them, with a view to their 
redelivery free of tax on or after 3rd Mav. 
(City Gate House. Finsbury Seaunare, London, 
EK. C. 2, April, 1943.)

EXEMPTION FROM PRICE CONTROL OF CERTAIN COMMODITIES AND SERVICES 
Supplementary Order No. 45 

Reference is made to our Bulletin No. 3193 of May 1, 19438, which contained the text 
of Supplementary Order No. 45 to the General Maximum Price Regulation. Many questions 
have arisen as to whether or not certain commodities are exempt from all price control 
under this Supplementary Order. The OPA has issued the following press release to clarify 
the situation: 

“Only the specific articles and services listed in the exemptions of May 1 are freed 
from price control by that action, the Office of Price Administration said today. 

“To halt any inclusion of articles other than those specifically covered in the order, 
OPA issued the following interpretations today of household accessory groups covered 
apout which some uncertainty has arisen: 

“(a) Novelty table centerpieces and decorations include only those novelty articles 
specifically designed for purely ornamental use on a dinner table. Candle sticks, bases, 
bowls, hurricane lamps, smokers’ accessories, items for the preparation, storage, or service 
of food, and like articles, are not included in the exemption. Articles designed for orna- 
mental use on tables other than dinner tables are not exempt unless specifically men- 
tioned. Table linens are not included in the exemption. 

“(b) Figurines and ornamental statuary include only those novelty articles specifically 
designed for purely ornamental use. Items which may be used for preparation, storage, 
or service of food, as flower containers, smokers’ accessories, lamp bases, or like articles, 
although they may be in the shape of figurines, are not exempt. 

“(c) Novelty wall plaques, masks and decorations, include only those novelty articles 
specifically designed for purely ornamental use on a wall. Items which may be used as 
mirrors, flower containers, shelves, candle holders, lighting fixtures, framed and unframed 
pictures, and like articles, are not exempt. 

“(d) Music boxes include all boxes and cases, staple or novelty, containing apparatus 
moved by clock works so as to play certain tunes automatically, and which are generally 
recognized as music boxes in the trade. The mechanisms for such music boxes are like- 
wise exempt. Phonographs, harmonicas, musical instruments and toys, are not exempt. 

“(e) Artificial flower centerpieces include artificial stem flowers for household use, 
either separate or when made into centerpieces. 

“Any doubt concerning whether a specific item is covered by this Order should be 
resolved by reference to the Office of Price Administration for a written decision.” 








Amendment No. 53 

This amendment provides that sellers who made “special deals” during March, 1942, 
have until May 31, 1943, to obtain adjustments of their maximum prices under Section 
1499.4b of the General Maximum Price Regulation. Section 1499.4b was added last July 
to permit sellers of articles subject to the GMPR who had certain temporary reductions 
in prices during March, 1942—reflected in free goods sales, combination sales at reduced 
prices, or special discounts—to adjust to the highest price at which the particular com- 
modity was delivered during the thirty days preceding the date upon which the special 
deal became effective. Amendment No. 53 adds to Section 1499.4b the following undesig- 
nated paragraph:

Destinations 
oe GIFT PARCELS 


The Board of Economic Warfare announced a revision of export license regulations 
under which gift parcels havc been sent since last November to prisoners of war and 
civilians internees of the United Nations who are held by the Axis powers. 

Under the revision, gift parcels may not be shipped after June 10, 1943, direct by 
next of kin or by relief societies to prisoners of war or civilian internees who are na- 
tionals of the United Nations other than the United States and the British Empire. The 
change does not apply to parcels authorized to be mailed every sixty days by relatives to 
members of the armed forces and civilians of the United States and the British Empire 
held by the enemy. 

This ruling has been adopted pursuant to the necessities of military security as de- 
cided by a committee of representatives from various United States Government agencies. 
A new official program for transmitting gift parcels from the next of kin to the United 
Nations nationals affected by the order will be announced in the near future. 

Relief societies and other organizations engaged in sending gift parcels to prisoners 
affected by the revision under authority of the general export license are advised to make 
no additions to their inventories and to govern their shipments prior to June 10 in such 
a manner as to leave no carry-over after that date. Shipments postmarked not later than 
midnight, June 10, 1943, may be exported under the previous provisions of the general 
license. No extensions can be made beyond the effective date of the revision. 

The amendment to the regulations does not affect any arrangements which the Amer- 
ican Red Cross has made with the Government. 

Owing to the absence of shinping arrangements, no gift parcels can be sent at this 
time to prisoners of war or civilians held captive by the Japanese.

Underwriters point out that Marine rates 
are predicated on the assumption that goods 
will be promptly loaded, vessels will pro- 
ceed to the point of discharge by the most 
direct route without any deviations or de- 
lays. and delivery at destination will be 
accomplished with dispatch. Under present 
day conditions this is practically impossible 
and in order to meet war needs the opera- 
tion of ships and the handling of cargo 
suffer in the common cause. 

Under this new arrangement, delays, de- 
viations, reshipments, transshipments, or 
other variations will not have to be re- 
ported, and the total insurance cost includ- 
ing these extra charges can now be accu- 
rately figured at the time of shipment.

Notwithstanding anything to the contrary 
contained in or endorsed on this Policy it is 
understood and agreed that in consideration 
of an additional premium the following terms 
and conditions shall apply to all shipments 
which become at risk hereunder on and after 
June 1, 1943. 

1. This insurance attaches from the time 
the goods leave the warehouse at the place 
named in the Policy, Certificate or declara- 
tion for the commencement of the transit and 
continues until the goods are delivered to the 
final warehouse at the destination named in 
the Policy, Certificate or declaration, or a sub- 
stituted destination as provided in Clause 3 
hereunder. 

2. This insurance specially to cover the 
goods during, 

(i) deviation, delay, forced discharge, 
re-shipment and transhipment. 

(ii) any other variation of the adven- 
ture arising from the exercise of a liberty 


granted to the shipowner or charterer under 

the contract of affreightment. 

3. In the event of the exercise of any 
liberty granted to the shipowner or charterer 
under the contract of affreightment whereby 
such contract is terminated at a port or place 
other than the original insured destination, 
the insurance continues until the goods are 
sold and delivered at such port or place; or, 
if the goods be not sold but are forwarded to 
the original insured destination or to any 
other destination this insurance’ continues 
until the goods have arrived at final ware- 
house as provided in Clause 1. 

4. If while this insurance is still in force 
and before the expiry of 15 days from mid- 
night of the day on which the discharge over- 
side of the goods hereby insured from the 
overseas vessel at the final port of discharge 
is completed, the goods are re-sold (not being

With the additional services which the 


New York office has been rendering to ex- 


porters through the emergency amendment and extension of licenses and special clearances 
through Customs, inaugurated some time ago and which have proved so helpful to ex- 
porters, it has been evident for many months that larger quarters are necessary to ade- 
quately handle this as well as other phases of the work. 

In addition it has been felt that in order to correlate the different functions which 
enter into exporting, a centralization of the operations closely associated with each other 
would expedite the handling of all such matters. It is with this idea in mind that the 
Forwarding Division of the Transportation Branch of the Washington office, which cer- 
tifies freight space applications, is being moved to New York and will also be located at 
61 Broadway. Any correspondence, therefore, or inquiries related to freight space appli- 
cations should be addressed to the Board of Economic Warfare at 61 Broadway. 

The new Freight Controls Division which is being organized in the Office of Exports 
will also be located at 61 Broadway. Its functions will be to check upon the availability 
of cargo and to schedule the same for shipment. 

The Board feels that under the new set-up and location, which is in proximity to the 
Custom House, War Shipping Administration, freight forwarders and steamship com- 
panies, it will be in a position to render greater service to the export field than was pos- 


sible heretofore. 


This move fulfills the expectations of Mr. Hector Lazo, Assistant Director in charge 
of the Office of Exports, as expressed by him on various occasions at meetings with the 


export fraternity.

REGULATIONS AMENDED—TITLE 46—SHIPPING 
SUBCHAPTER A—DOCU MENTATION, ENTRANCE AND CLEARANCE OF VESSELS, ETC. 
Page 1488S 
WAIVER OF COASTWISE LAWS 

Upon the written recommendation of the Administrator of the War Shipping Admin- 
istration and by virtue of the authority vested in me by the provisions of section 501 of 
the Second War Powers Act, 1942 (Public Law 507, 77th Congress), I hereby waive com- 
pliance with the provisions of section 27 of the Merchant Marine Act, 1920, as amended 
(46 U.S.C. 883), to the extent necessary to permit any vessel of the United States of 50 
gross tons or over which is under limited or restricted registry to transport merchandise 
between points in Puerto Rico and points on the Atlantic or Gulf coasts of the United 
States on condition that— 

(a) None of the merchandise so transported shall be transshipped while en route 
between Puerto Rico and the continental United States; and 

(b) The collector of customs at the port of departure of the vessel has been notified 
by the representative of the War Shipping Administration whose district embraces that 
port that— 

(1) The vessel is in possession of a United States ship’s warrant; 

(2) All cargo laden on board in the continental United States and destined for Puerto 
Rico has been approved by a representative of the War Shipping Administration and by 
the Department of the Interior, or that all cargo laden on board in Puerto Rico and 
destined for the continental United States has been approved by the representative of 
the War Shipping Administration at San Juan, Puerto Rico, as the case may be; and 

(3) The requirements for filing rates pursuant to the applicable statute and regula- 
tions of the United States Maritime Commission have been complied with. 

I deem that such action is necessary in the conduct of the war. [T.D. 50843.] 

Waiving compliance with the provisions of section 4311 R. S. (46 U. 8S. C. 251) 

Upon the written recommendation of the Secretary of State and by virtue of the 
authority vested in me by section 501 of the Second War Powers Act. 1942 (Public Law 
507, 77th Congress), I hereby waive compliance with the provisions of section 4311 R. S. 
(46 U. S. C. 251) to the extent necessary, for the duration of the calendar year 1943, to 
permit Canadian fishing vessels engaging in the North Pacific halibut fishery only to 
land their catch of halibut in ports of entry in Alaska upon compliance with the applicable 
customs laws. I deem that such action is necessary in the conduct of the war. [T.D. 
5OSAS. | 


Waiving compliance with the provisions of the navigation laws relating to entrance and 
clearance of vessels 

Upon the written recommendation of the Administrator of the War Shipping Admin- 
istration and pursuant to the authority vested in me by the provisions of section 501 of 
the Second War Powers Act, 1942 (Public Law 507, 77th Congress), I hereby waive com- 
pliance with the provisions of the navigation laws, relating to the entrance and clearance 
of vessels to the extent necessary to permit foreign-flag vessels which are under time 
charter to the War Shipping Administration and which are engaged in the transportation 
of coal between United States ports in the range between Norfolk, Va., and Eastport, 
Maine, to be accorded the same treatment with respect to report of arrival, entrance, 
clearance, coastwise permits to proceed, and manifests, as is accorded enrolled or licensed 
vessels of the United States engaged in the same trade. I deem that such action is 
necessary in the conduct of the war. 

This order shall be effective until and including July 1, 1948, only. [T.D. 5084%.] 








Waiving compliance with the provisions of R. S. 4197, as amended, and the act of April 29, 
1902, as amended 

Upon the written request of the Secretary of the Navy, who deems such action 
necessary in the conduct of the war, and by virtue of the authority vested in me by the 
provisions of section 501 of the Second War Powers Act, 1942 (Public Law 507, 77th 
Congress), | hereby waive compliance with the provisions of R. S. 4197, as amended, and 
the act of April 29, 1902, as amended (46 U. S. C. 91, 95), to the extent necessary to permit 
salvage vessels owned by or under the complete control and management of the United 
States Navy and manned in whole or in part by civilian officers and crews to depart from 
ports in the United States for foreign ports or ports in noncontiguous territory of the 
United States without delivering to the collector of customs of the district from which 
such vessels are ahout to depart a manifest of all the cargo on board the vessel and 
without obtaining from the collector a clearance for the vessel and her cargo. ['T.D. 50856.] 


DRAWBACK—BUTTER IN TINS 


Pursuant to bureau regulations and authorizations, drawback has been allowed on 
imported bulk butter which, subsequent to importation, has been cut to specific size and 
packed in tins, and exported. The packed tins contain either one unit, or two or more 
—— of a unit, of butter the size and shape of, and completely filling, the interior 
of the tins. 

After a careful review of such regulations and authorizations, the bureau has con- 
cluded that the operations referred to do not result in articles which have been manu- 
factured or produced in the United States within the meaning of section 313, title III, 
Tariff Act of 1930. Therefore, all such existing regulations and authorizations, published 
or unpublished, are hereby revoked. 

This decision shall be effective as to the bulk butter concerned which is exported after 
April 22, 1943. [T.D. 50852.]

PROCESSED FOODS—RATION ORDER 13 
MEATS, FATS, FISH AND CHEESES—RATION ORDER 16 


Pursuant to the authority contained in Executive Order No. 9125, issued by the Presi- 
dent on April 7, 1942; Director No. 1 and Supplementary Directive No. 1-M of the War 
Production Board, issued on January 24, 1942, and September 12, 1942, respectively; Execu- 
tive Order No. 9280, issued by the President on September 5, 1942; and Food Directive No. 1, 
issued by the Secretary of Agriculture on January 16, 1943, the Office of Price Administra- 
tion has issued Ration Order No. 13 (Processed Foods). Pursuant to the foregoing authority 
and also to Food Directives No. 3, No. 5, No. 6, and No. 7, issued by the Secretary of Agri- 
culture, Ration Order No. 16 (Meat, Fats, Fish, and Cheeses) has been issued. 

In accordance with a request received from the Office of Price Administration, Wash- 
ington, D. C., in connection with the above-mentioned orders, the following procedure 
shall be followed: 

Exporters of such foods (except consumers who bought the foods with their own point 
stamps and will export only in very small quantities) must list on a copy of the Shipper’s 
Export [Declaration (commerce Form 7525) all foods shipped outside the 48 States and the 
District of Columbia. The exporter must obtain from an authorized customs official his 
signed statement, on this copy, that to the best of his knowledge and belief the foods so 
listed were exported by the exporter. The foregoing procedure need not be followed if 
the foods were consigned to an agency of the United States and no Shipper’s Export 
Declaration was filed at the time of shipment, or if an agency of the United States is the 
exporter. 

If any of these foods are to be loaded and used as ship’s stores on an ocean-going 
vessel engaged in the transportation of cargo or passengers in foreign, coastwise, or inter- 
coastal trade, the collector (or his deputy) must give the owner or operator of the vessel 
a signed statement authorizing him to acquire a specified amount of the foods as ships’ 
stores. 

In general, when any of these foods are imported the customs collectors must, before 
releasing the foods, receive the proper number of points. The points must be surrendered 
in the form of stamps, certificates, or ration checks. There are two exceptions to this rule: 

(a) A “processor” as defined in Ration Order 13 (relating to processed foods) need not 
give up points to customs collectors but instead must give a signed statement showing: 
(1) his name, (2) his principal business address, (3) his OPA processor's registration num- 
ber, (4) the address of the establishment at which the processed foods are to be kept or 
used for making other processed foods, and (5) the amount and kind of processed foods 
imported: and 

(b) A “primary distributor” as defined in Ration Order 16 (dealing with meats, fats, 
fish, and cheeses) need not give up points to the customs collectors but must give his 
signed statement showing: (1) his name, (2) his principal business address, (3) the name 
and address of his principal distributor establishment at which the foods will be kept, (4) 
the name and address of the Office of Price Administration District Office with which that 
establishment is registered, and (5) the amount and kinds of foods imported at that time. 

After the end of each month. collectors must deliver all points collected for processed 
foods during the month to the OPA District (or. where there is none, State) Office for the 
area in which the point of entry is located. Points collected for meats, fish, fats, and 
cheeses must be turned over to the District Office for that area. The above described 
“processors’”’ statements (relating to processed food imports) must be delivered to the 
Office of Price Administration, care of the Bureau of the Census, Washington, D. C. Those 
statements of “primary distributors” (relating to meats. fats, canned fish, and rationed 
cheese imports) must be delivered to the OPA District Offices named on the statement. 

Customs officials may release any of these processed foods or meats, fish, fats, and 
cheeses without receiving points in the following special situations: 

(1) Upon request by the Department of State, to representatives of foreign govern- 
ments who are within the classes of persons specified in article 432 (a) or article 433 (c), 
Customs Regulations of 1937. 

(2) To members of the armed forces of the United Nations, other than those of the 
United States, who are on duty within the United States, where such foods are consigned 
or addressed to them and are intended for their personal or official use. 

@ To enemy prisoners of war and enemy civilian internees and detainees in the 
United States, where such foods are consigned or addressed to them. 

“Processed foods” is defined as.follows in section 21.1 (a) (10) of Ration Order 13: 

; (i) All fruits, fruit juices, vegetables, vegetable juices, soups, and baby foods, packed 
in hermetically sealed containers of any type and sterilized by the use of heat; 

(ii) All frozen fruits and vegetables; 

(iii) All dried and dehydrated fruits and soups; 

(iv) All dry beans, lentils, and neas. 

A list of items which are not “processed foods” is contained in Appendix A, Amend- 
ment III to that Order. Apple juice and apple cider have since been added to Appendix A 


and are not rationed. 

The meats, fish, fat, and cheeses rationed under Ration Order 16 are set forth in section 
24.1 (a) of that Order as follows: 

“Cooking or salad oil” means a “rationed fat or oil,’”’ liquid at seventy degrees Fahren- 
heit, composed only of unhydrogenated vegetable “fats and oils,” and to which no stearin 
has been added. 

“Butter” means edible “fat” extracted from cow’s milk, cream, or whey, or such fat mixed 
with any cheeses, if the cheese is less than twenty-five per cent by weight of the mixture. 
It includes any substance the manufacture of which is taxable as the manufacture of 
adulterated or renovated butter as defined by section 1, Act of August 2, 1886 (24 Stat. 
209), as amended by section 4, Act of May 9, 1902 (32 Stat. 194). 

“Canned fish” means any of the following items, if packed in hermetically sealed con- 
tainers; edible fish or shellfish, or any edible part of either of them; fish roe, including 
caviar; any other edible product containing more than twenty per cent by weight of these 





items. 
“Refine” means to treat with caustic soda, soda ash, or otherwise reduce the free fatty 


acid content. 
“Lard” means a “rationed fat’ containing no “fat” other than the fat extracted from 


any part of the carcass of a swine, and not including any form of “margarine.” 
“Margarine” means any substance the manufacture of which is taxable as oleomar- 
garine, under and as defined in section 2, Act of August 2, 1886 (24 Stat. 210), as amended

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PROCESSED FooDS—-BUREAU OF CUSTOMS—Continued 
by section 1, Act of July 10, 1930 (46 Stat. 1022). (This definition is the same as that con- 
tained in I.R.C. sec. 2300.). 

“Meat” means the carcass or any edible part of the carcass of cattle, calves, sheep, 
lambs, or swine, including edible offal, bones, and skins. It includes any other edible 
product containing more than twenty per cent, by weight, of the above items. 

“Rationed cheeses” means all cheeses of any kind, variety or description (but not in- 
cluding “cream” or “cottage” cheeses) and any other edible product containing thirty per 
cent or more, by weight, of such cheeses (other than cream or cottage cheeses). The term 
“rationed cheeses” does not, however, include the items listed in an Appendix which will 
be issued as an amendment to this order. 

“Rationed fats or oils” (or “rationed fats’’) means any of the following substances, 
whether or not water, coloring matter, vitamins, or a preservative or flavoring agent has 
been added to it, and even if it has been bleached, hydrogenated, winterized, or deodorized: 

(1) Any edible “fat” extract from cows’ milk, cream, or whey; 

_ (2) Any edible fat extracted from the carcasses of cattle, sheep, calves, lambs, or 
swine; 
P 43) Any fat extracted from cottonseed, corn germs, peanuts, or soy beans, and “re- 
ined”; 
(4) “margarine”; 
(5) Any fat extracted from fish, marine mammals or flaxseed, and refined and deodor- 
a & ized, but not including any which is refined and deodorized in the process of producing an 
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inedible product and used therefor; 

(6) Any edible substance which is composed of a mixture of any of the above, or of a 
mixture of any of the above with any other fat; 

(7) “Butter.” 

However, “rationed fats or oils” does not include mayonnaise, salad dressing, USP 
vitamin oils, fish liv er oil, sperm oil, or fat resulting from cooking done by a “consumer” or 
“institutional user. 

“Shortening” means any “rationed fat or oil” other than “butter,” “lard,” “margarine,” 
or “cooking or salad oil.” 

A list of cheeses which are removed from rationing is contained in Amendment No. I 
to Ration Order 16. [C/L 2399.] 


Amendment 14, effective April 20, 1943, to Ration Order No. 13 reads in part as follows: 

“7. Section 9.9 is added, to read as follows: 

“SEC. 9.9 Points must be given up for imports of foods. (a) Any person (other than 
persons importing processed foods in accordance with section 10.10) who imports processed 
foods must give up points to the Collector of Customs (or his deputy) at or before the 
time the foods are released or delivered to him by the Collector. 

“(b) The Collector of Customs shall turn over each month, to the district (or, where 
there is none, the State) office for the area in which the point of entry is located, all points 

{ received by him in this way during the preceding month. 

**8 Section 10.10 is amended, to read as follows: 

“SEC. 10.10 Processed foods may be delivered point-free to certain persons—(a) Point- 
free delivery to processors. No points need be given up for a transfer of processed foods 
by an authorized customs official to a processor if the processor gives his signed statement 
to the official showing: 

“(1) His name; 

“(2) His principal business address; 

“(3) His processor registration number; 

“(4) The address of the establishment ‘at which the foods are to be kept for sale or 
transfer or for his own use in making other processed foods; and 

“(5) The amount and kind of processed foods imported at the time. 

“(b) After the close of each month the Collector of Customs shall deliver all proc- 
essors’ statements received during that month to the Office of Price Administration, care 
of the Bureau of the Census, Washington, D. C. 

“(c) Point-free delivery to representatives of foreign governments, prisoners of war, 
internees and others. No points need be given up for a transfer of processed foods by an 
authorized customs official: 

“(1) Upon request by the Department of State, to representatives of foreign govern- 
ments who are within the s of persons specified in Article 432 (a) or Article 433 (c). 
Customs Regulations of 193 

“(2) To members of the armed forces of the United Nations, other than those of the 
United States, who are on duty within the United States, where the processed foods are 
consigned or addressed to them and are intended for their personal or official use.

Amendment 5, effective April 14, 1943, to Ration Order No. 16 reads in part as follows: 

“4, Section 10.10 (a) is amended to read as follows: 

“(a) Any person who imports foods covered by this order (other than in accordance 
with section 11.11) must give up points equal to the point value of those foods to the 
Collector of Customs (or his deputy) at or before the time the foods are released or de- 
livered to him by the Collector. 

“2, Section 11.11 (c) is added to read as follows: 

“(e) No points need be given up for a release or delivery of foods covered by this 
order by an authorized customs official: 

“(1) Upon request by the Department of State, to representatives of foreign govern- 
ments who are within the classes of persons specified in Article 432 (a) or Article 433 (c), 
Customs Regulations of 1937. 

«“(2) To members of the armed forces of the United Nations, other than those of the 
United States, who are on duty within the United States, where the foods are consigned or 
addressed to them and are intended for their personal or official use. 

“(3) To enemy prisoners of war and enemy civilian internees and detainees in the 
United States, where the foods are consigned or addressed to them. 

“This amendment shall become effective April 14, 1943." [C/L 2399—Supp. 1.] 

Reference is made to C/L 2399 of April 27, 1943, outlining the procedure to be followed 
by collectors in connection with Office of Price Administration Ration Order No. 13 cover- 
ing processed foods and Ration Order No. 16 covering meats, fats. fish, and cheeses. 

In this circular letter, it was stated that if any of the foods covered by the ration 
orders mentioned are to be loaded and used as ships’ stores on an ocean-going vessel 
engaged in the transportation of cargo or passengers in foreign, coastwise, or intercoastal 
trade, the collector (or his deputy) must give the owner or operator a signed statement 
authorizing him to acquire a specified amount of the foods as ships’ stores. 

There are auoted below rulings made by the Office of Price Administration under 
dates of March 29 and April 5, 1943, in regard to the status of tugs and barges as ocean- 
going vessels within the meaning of the Bureau circular letter above mentioned: [C/L 
22399—Supp. 2.] 





“March 29, 19428. 

“To all OPA rationing attorneys on the teletype circuit: 

“Re RO 13. Answering inquiry of New York office dated March 10, ocean-going tuys and 
barges may obtain processed foods under Sec. 23.7 for periods in which they engage in ocean 
traffic. Traveling on ocean in ballast or without tow to pick up a cargo or tow to be moved 
on ocean is considered engaging in ocean traffic. Tugs pulling barges are engaged in trans- 
portation of whatever barge transports. Tugs and barges engaging in harbor traffic as well 
as ocean traffic may not obtain foods under Sec. 23.7 for the period they onerate in harbor 
traffic. Ocean traffic includes harbor movement necessary to get the tug or barae to the proper 
docks after finishina an ocean trip. Elihu Schott, Chief Counsel, Processed Foods Section, Legal 
Rationing Division.”

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CUSTOMS DRAWBACK 


Note.—In general, Customs Drawback refers to the refund of 99 per cent of the 
duties paid on merchandise which has remained continuously in bonded warehouse or in 
the custody or control of customs officers which had been withdrawn for exportation 
within a period of three years, and in the case of grain for ten months. Drawback is 
also allowable upon the exportation of articles manufactured or produced in the United 
States with the use of imported merchandise; meats cured with imported salts; flavoring 
extracts; medicinal or toilet preparations manufactured in the United States with the 
use of domestic alcohol on which internal revenue tax has been paid; supplies for vessels 
manufactured or produced with the use of imported materials or domestic tax paid alcohol 
and articles on which processing or excise tax has been paid.

Tonnage tax; vessel not exempt from payment.—A privately-owned vessel, time- 
chartered to the War Shipping Administration, which arrives at an American port in 
ballast from a foreign port following a voyage to the latter port with United States Army 
and lend-lease cargo only, is a vessel engaged in trade and is subject to the payment of 


tonnage tax. Bureau letter to collector of customs, New York, N. Y., April 22, 1943. (214.1) 


SUGAR RATIONING REGULATIONS. ORDER NO. 3 


The Bureau has been informed by the Office of Price Administration that a company 
which imports invert liquid sugar for the purpose of manufacturing it into a beverage 
sirup is not a “primary distributor” within the definition of “primary distributor” con- 
tained in Bureau Circular Letter No. 2378, since the company neither manufactures sugar 
nor does it import sugar for purposes of sale. 

The Administration also states that the words “further refined or otherwise improved 
in quality” contained in the definition of “sugar” in the circular letter above mentioned 
refers specifically to sugar and that the manufacture of a sugar-containing product is 
not a further refinement or improvement in the quality of the imported product. There- 
fore, invert liquid sugar imported to be manufactured into a beverage sirup may not be 
released by a collector of customs except to a primary distributor without the surrender 
of a sugar-purchase certificate or an authorization referred to in the Bureau circular 
letter in question. [C/L 2378—Supp. 2. 








Rationing, Sugar Rationing Regulations—Order No. 3, Amendment 49 

een 1407.171 of Sugar Rationing Order No. 3 has been added to the order and reads 
as follows: 

“1407.171 Imports of sugar by certain persons. Notwithstanding any provisions to 
the contrary contained in Rationing Order No. 3, the following persons may receive sugar 
from the Collector of Customs and the Collector of Customs may deliver sugar to them 
without the surrender of stamps or certificates: 

“(a) Upon request by the Department of State, representatives of foreign governments 
who are within the classes of persons specified in Article 432 (a) or Article 433 (c), 
Customs Regulations of 1937. 

“(b) Members of the armed forces of the United Nations, other than those of the 
United States, who are on duty within the United States, where the sugar is consigned 
or addressed to them and is intended for their personal or official use. 

“(c) Enemvy prisoners of war and enemvy civilian internees and detainees in the United 
States. where the sugar is consigned or addressed to them. 

“This amendment shall become effective April 10, 1943.” [C/L 2378—Supp. 3.] 


ANIMAL OFFSPRINGS 


It has come to the attention of the Bureau that there is a variance in practice regard- 
ing the dutiable status of offspring of animals when imported with the mother animals. 

Offspring which are not capable of surviving if separated from the mother animals at 
the time of importation shall be admitted free of duty in view of T. D. 25196 and Abstract 
2969 (T. D. 25633). 

Offspring which are capable of surviving if separated from the mother animals shall 
be treated as separate entities and assessed with duty unless exempted therefrom. Such 
offspring from animals entered under the provision of paragraph 1606 of the Tariff Act 
of 1930. shall not be admitted free of duty under that paragraph unless the necessary 
documents are presented to cover the offspring and the regulations of that paragraph are 
otherwise complied with. 

As calves and colts are able to survive if separated from their mothers at birth thev 
shall be treated as separate entities regardless of their age at importation. [C/L 2403.]

AIR COMMERCE REGULATIONS 


There is published below for your information and guidance an amendment to the 
joint regulations for the application to civil air navigation of the laws and regulations 
relating to customs, public health, entry and clearance, and immigration (T.D. 50464), as 
amended (T.D. 50503, T.D. 50658, and T.D. 50737). 

TITLE S—ALIENS AND NATIONALITY 

The regulations for the application to civil air navigation of the laws and regulations 
relating to customs, public health, entry and clearance, and immigration issued by the 
Acting Secretary of the Treasury, the Federal Security Administrator, the Acting Secre- 
tary of Commerce, and the Acting Attorney General, within their respective authorities, 
on August 28, 1941, as amended on October 31, 1941, ‘June 5, 1942, and September 21, 1942 
(6 F. R. 4514, 4516 4536, 4537, 5582, 5583, 5596, and 7 F. R. 4471, 4472, 4496, 7800, 7813; 
19 CFR 4.1 to 4.11, 42 CFR 11.501 to 11. 516, 14 CFR 904.1 to 904.15, and 8 CFR 116.1 to 
116.16), are hereby further amended as follows:

The Post Office Department has no objection to this proposal and the Bureau has 
agreed to the procedure provided the cover of each parcel carries the information required 
to be included in a customs declaration form by article 367 (a) (J.R. 9a), Customs Regula- 
tions of 1937.

WOOL—CONTROL OF IMPORTS—M-63 


C/L 2379, Supplement 5, is hereby amended to read as follows: 

‘Under General Imports Order M-63, as revised, all importers of wool are required to 
apply for authorization to purchase for import before they can bring any foreign wool 
into the United States. Except in the case of wool imported from Ireland, such authoriza- 
tions are being granted at present only for wool in grades finer than 40s. 

“Pursuant to the authority contained in Public Law 671, 76th Congress, as amended 
by Public Laws 89 and 507, 77th Congress; Executive Order No. 9024 of January 16, 1942; 
Executive Order No. 9040 of January 24, 1942; and Executive Order No. 9125 of April 7, 
1942, the War Production Board has requested that, except in the case of importations 
from Ireland, a report be submitted to it when a shipment of wool is offered for entry 
for consumption or warehouse and more than 10 per cent in any bale of such shipment 
consists of wool grading 40s or lower. Determination of this question shall be made in 
the usual customs examination without examining additional packages solely for this 
purpose. 

“These reports shall be made by appraisers or acting appraisers to Mr. Kenneth W. 
Marriner, Chief, Wool Branch, Textile Clothing and Leather Division, War Production 
Board, Washington, D. C., promptly after examination of the wool and shall give the 
quantity, the names and addresses of the consignor and consignee, and the estimated 
percentage of each grade of wool in the shipment. 

“A copy of each such report shall be sent to Mr. George T. Willingmyre, Wool Admin- 
istrator, U. S. Customs Service, Philadelphia, Pennsylvania. 

“In no case shall release of a shipment, in respect of which a report to the War 
Production Board is made under this circular, be given unless authority therefor is issued 
by the War Production Board.” 

The effect of this amendment is to require a report to the War Production Board in 
any case, except in connection with importations from Ireland, in which more than 10 
per cent in any bale of wool in a shipment consists of wool grading 40s or lower, irrespec- 
tive of the number of bales in the importation. This amendment also embodies the 
provisions of C/L 2379, Supplement 6, relating to importations of wool from Ireland. 
[C/L 2372—Supp. 10.] 


TO AUTHORIZE THE REFUND BY THE W.S.A. OF CERTAIN FREIGHTS FOR 
TRANSPORTATION ON FRUSTRATED VOYAGES 


JOINT RESOLUTION 
[Publie Law 41—7Sth Congress, Chapter 71—Ist Session. H. J. Res, 92] 

Resolved by the Senate and House of Representatives of the United States of America 
in Congress assembled, That the Administrator, War Shipping Administration, is author- 
ized to refund to shippers or their authorized representatives sums collected by or for 
account of the United States as freight for transportation which was not completed by 
reason of frustration of the voyage on or about December 1, 1941, and before February 16, 
1942: Provided. That when the United States has incurred any expense in connection with 
such frustrated voyages the refund shall be prorated upon such basis as the Administrator 
shall deem appropriate. (Approved April 26, 1943.) 


AFFIDAVITS ON COFFEE 


Customs regulations now require an importer’s affidavit prior to release of consign- 
ments of green coffee. The oath in each instance must certify that the importer was a 
roaster of green coffee prior to November 22, 1942, and engaged in a business or operation 
which involves dealing in the commodity. 


COFFEE AGREEMENT EXTENDED TO 1944 


Provisions of the Inter-American Agreement, a commercial treaty signed by fifteen 
American republics, have worked so well in practice that it has been unanimously decided 
by the participating countries to extend the life cf the agreement until October, 1944, it 
was announced here at the offices of the Inter-American Coffee Board. Final formalities 
connected with the authorization for this step are now under way.

FREIGHT CONTRACT WITH THE NORTH ATLANTIC WESTBOUND 
CONFERENCE LINES 


Please be informed that the contract now in existence between the Conference Lines 
with respect to the movement of wines and spirits from the British Isles to the United 
States has been automatically renewed for one year as of July 1, 1943, provided that 
importers parties to the contract accept an additional condition to the effect that during 
the life of the contract the importers will accept, “Any increase in westbound rates that 
is applied generally and not confined to wines and spirits.” The Freight and Insurance 
Committee of the Association and the Executive Committee have given careful considera- 
tion to this proviso. The committees recommend to all importers now participating in 
the contract to accept the provision. The committees agree with the Conference that an 
immediate increase or an increase prior to June 30, 1944, is extremely doubtful. It is 
suggested that all parties to the contract confirm the condition of extension by returning 
to the Conference at 80 Broad Street, New York City, a copy of the letter which has been 
transmitted to each importing company involved. [Letter No, 124.] 


In Letter No. 123 importers were advised that under the Trade Agreement with Mexico 
the reduced duty on foreign rum will apply to all imports regardless of the size of con- 
tainer. There follows a communication from the Bureau of Customs confirming this 
advice. Your attention is directed to the last paragraph covering the necessity of filing 
a declaration by the shipper or other person having actual knowledge of the facts to the 
effect that the article in question has been produced or manufactured in Cuba. [Letter 
No, 124.] 

“Reference is made to your letter of March 25, 1943, relative to the dutiable status of rum 
imported from foreign countries including Cuba. 

The Bureau is of the opinion that pursuant to the trade agreements with Haiti, the United 
Kingdom, ond Mevico, the rate of duty on rum provided for in paragraph 802, Tariff Act of 
1930, regardless of the size of container, is $2.50 ner wroof gallon, vrovided such rum. is entered 
for consumption or is withdrawn from warehouse for consumption ow or after January 30, 1943. 

If produced in and imported from Cuba rum will be eutitled under article TIT of the Cuban 
Trade Agreement to a preference reduction of 20% in the rate mentioned above, making the 
rum dutiable at the rate of $2.00 ver wvroof gallon. 

In the case of every shipment of Cuban articles for which a partial exemption from duty ¢s 
sought under the provisions of article JIT of the Cuban Trade Aareement, there shall be filed 
in connection with the entry. preferably on the invoice filed with the entry. a declaration of the 
shipper or other nerson having actual knowledge of the facts, that the articles for which the 
exemption is sought are of the growth, produce, or manufacture of Cuba.” 


WAR RISK RATES 

In Letter 123 the Association advised importers that effective April 1, 1943, war risk 
rates quoted by the War Shipping Administration for alcoholic beverages would be 
increased sharply. The effect of such increased war risk rates on the import trade was 
discussed immediately with the War Shipping Administration and the OPA. The OPA 
was requested to consider the difficult position of importers who would have to pay 
sharply increased war risk insurance rates on and after April 1, 1943, and who might 
find it difficult to stay in business because of the limitations set by General Maximum 
Price Regulation No. 1. The OPA is considering that particular problem and other 
problems of the import trade at the present time. The War Shipping Administration 
explained its position with respect to war risk rates on alcoholic beverages in a com- 
munication a copy of which follows. The Association is, therefore, constrained to advise 
importers that under the circumstances it regards it as futile to make any further attempts 
to have the war risk insurance rates restored to the original rates. [Letter No. 124.] 

“We acknowledge receint of your letter dated March 80, 1943. and the enclosed copy of a 
letter of the same date addressed to the Honorable Prentiss M. Rrown, Administrator of the 
Office of Price Administration, concerning the question of cargo war risk rates with respect 
to importations of liavor from the Caribbean area. 

In administerina its authority with respect to cargo war risk insurance under the terms of 
Public Law 523, 77th Congress, the War Shipping Administration has a responsibility to name 
rates which it deems compensatory except in cases where the Administrator determines that the 
furnishing of such insurance at a nominal or other rate basis would be of material benefit toa 
the war effort. or (after consultation with the Office of Price Administration or other Agencies) 
to the domestic economy of the United States. In makina anu such determination the Admin- 
istration is of necessity auided by the revresentations of the Government agencies involved. 
which are vrimarily the Office of Price Administration and the Office of Econome Stabilization, 
and the War Shipvinag Administration would not assume the responsibilitu of vroviding insur- 
ance at non-compensatory rates on imnortations of the nature under discussion in the absence 
of such representations. Moreover, we feel that a study of the legislation under which we 
onerate and of its legislative history will clearly indicate that it was the intent of the Congress 
that the War Shipping Administration, following the consultations referred to, should exercise 
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sound discrimination in selecting the types of importations to which non-compensatory rates 
were made available and we feel that it would be contrary not onlu to the intention of Congress 
but to the public interest for such non-compensatory rates to be made available indiscriminately 
to importations of any nature. y : 

We regret that under the circumstances we cannot take any action in compliance with 
your request but, needless to say, will give full consideration to any representations in this 
respect which may be made to us by the Office of Price Administration or other appropriate 
Government agency.” 


CONSULAR INVOICES—GENERAL IMPORTS ORDER M-63 


There follows a communication from the Department of State with respect to the 
application of General Imports Order M-63 to shipments of Scotch whisky destined for 
the United States. You will note that the State Department has advised consular officers 
that a declaration of the shipper to the effect that the Scotch whisky being exported is 
not included under M-63 will be sufficient. [Letter No. 124.] 

“IT have received your letter of March 24. 1943, in further relation to the matter of consular 
invoices for shipments of Scotch whisky, with particular reference to the documentation require- 
ments in connection with the implementation of General Imnorts Order M-63. 

It has been necessary for the special certificate for articles not affected by M-63, such as 
Scotch whisky, to state that the shipper has received assurance from the consignee in the 
United States that the article to be shinped is not on List I. II. or Ill of M-63. However. coun- 
sular officers are now being instructed by the Devartment that this certificate may be altered 
to show that the shipper has ascertained from a source which need not be stated that the 
commodity he is exporting is not on M-63. The altered form of the certificate will relieve the 
consignee in this country of the necessity of informing his shinner that Scotch whisky is not 


affected by M-63.” 
PUERTO RICAN RUM 


We have been advised that the Puerto Rican legislature has adjourned without taking 
any action on the bill which was pending which would have permitted the exportation of 
rum from Puerto Rico to the United States in bulk. 

All importers who are interested directly or indirectly in the utilization of small 

vessels (under 1,000 gross tons) are advised that the War Shipping Administration would 
appreciate receiving promptly voyage accounts. The information so received is needed 
by the War Shipping Administration for the determination of maximum rates applicable 
to small vessels. Failure of the War Shipping Administration to receive voyage accounts 
may result in the conclusion that the maximum rate ceiling which is the Conference rate 
plus 25 per cent surcharge is satisfactory for the operation of small vessels. 
It is extremely important for all firms who participate in the operation of small 
vessels in the Puerto Rican trade to study carefully the insurance provisions covering 
both vessel and cargo. Wherever the policies require a survey before a voyage, such a 
survey must be made, otherwise the risk will not be covered. It is urged that where such 
provision appears in insurance policies, every precaution be taken to make certain that 
the survey has been performed before the clearance of a vessel. [Letter No. 124.]

NEW SYSTEM OF IMPORT CONTROL IN SOUTH AFRICA 


With the formal establishment of a National Supply Council to advise the Govern- 
ment on matters pertaining to production, supply and trade, the Union of South Africa 
inaugurates a war supply program which coordinates existing controls with a new com- 
modity control system designed to facilitate the equitable distribution of civil and military 
supplies. ‘the Council’s tunctions include that of advising the government on the priority 
of imports. The Council, operative since February 1, is headed by the Prime Minister, 
but the Director-General of supply, Lr. H. J. van de Bijl, is the administrative head. The 
Director-General has formed a coordinating ten-member Control Board to shift the control 
of the whole military and civilian supply program from the hands of civil service to those 
of business men. It functions as a board of directors, the actual administrative work 
being handled by an executive committee of six board members, 


NEW OFFICE OF SUPPLIES TO ORGANIZE AND CONTROL IMPORTS 
INTO BELGIAN CONGO 


A new Office of Supplies has been created in the Belgian Congo, under the jurisdiction 
of the Governor General, charged with the organization and control of imports, by 
ordinance No. 27/AE of February 1, 1943, published in the Courrier d'Afrique, Leopoldville, 
February 13, 1943. 

_ The new Office, which succeeds the former Belgian Congo Supplies Commission, is to 
give advice on questions concerning the supply of the Colony with all product and mer- 
chandise necessary for the pursuit of the war and economic activity, and concerning the 
utilization of these products and merchandise. 

is also to gather data relative to the Colony’s import requirements for the use of 
Belgian offices abroad, and to centralize requests for the intervention of these offices with 
ren on authorities in connection with the acquisition or forwarding of supplies for the 
Colony. 


FORMS OF SHIPPER'S EXPORT DECLARATIONS 

On February 24, 1943, Foreign Commerce Statistical Decision 37 was issued listing the 
various forms of Shipper’s Export Declarations which are now in use. A new edition of 
the vertical Shipper’s Export Declaration (Commerce Form 7525-V, January 31, 1943, 
edition) has just been issued. The principal changes in the form are: 

(a) The revision of the instructions on the reverse side of the form. 

(b) The addition of wider margins on the top and bottom of the form to permit the 
insertion of additional information by this office. 

(ce) The insertion of the Budget Bureau Approval Number in the upper right hand 
corner of the form. In those instances where the January 31, 1943, edition of the declara- 
tion form is printed privately, the Budget Bureau Approval Number should be printed 
in the upper right hand corner of the form. (This instruction supersedes the instruction 
in the next to the last paragraph of Foreign Commerce Statistical Decision 37 regarding 
the position of the Budget Bureau Approval Number. Forms on which the Budget Bureau 
Approval Number has been printed in either place are acceptable until further notice.) 

Both the June 15, 1942, edition and the January 31, 1943, edition of the vertical 
Shipper’s Export Declaration (Commerce Form 7525-V) may be used interchangeably until 
further notice. The Budget Bureau Approval Number must, however, appear on all forms 
used after June 30, 1943. [F.C.S.D. 38.] 


IMPORT-EXPORT STATISTICS 


The value of exports from the United States in March, 1943, rose to a total of 
$931,000,000, the highest monthly value in United States export history, the Bureau of 
the Census, Department of Commerce, reported recently. 

This total exceeded the previous high of $928.000.000. for June, 1919. The March, 1943, 
total was higher than January and February totals by 33 per cent and 37 per cent, 
respectively. Export totals exclude shipments to our armed forces abroad but include 
lend-lease goods shipped to the United Nations. 

The value of imports in March amounted to $248,000,000, bringing the total for the 
first quarter of 1943 to $711,000,000. This compares with a total of $779,000,000 for the 


same period of 1942. 
The Imports for Consumption total of $754,286,000 for the first quarter of 1943 was

SUSPENDING QUOTAS ON CERTAIN IMPORTS OF WHEAT AND 
WHEAT FLOUR 


A PROCLAMATION 

WHEREAS pursuant to section 22 of the Agricultural Adjustment Act of 1933 as 
amended by section 31 of the act of August 24, 1935 (49 Stat. 750, 773), as amended by 
section 5 of the act of February 29, 1936 (49 Stat. 1148, 1152), as reenacted by section 1 of 
the act of June 3, 1937 (50 Stat. 246), and as further amended by the act of January 25, 
1940 (54 Stat. 17), I issued a proclamation on May 28, 1941 (No. 2489),! limiting the quan- 
tities of wheat and wheat flour which may be entered, or withdrawn from warehouse, for 
consumption, which proclamation was in part suspended hy my proclamation of April 13, 
1942 (No. 2550);? and 

WHEREAS the United States Tariff Commission has made a supplemental investiga- 


tion pursuant to said section 22 with respect to wheat and wheat flour and has made 
findings of fact with respect thereto; and ? 
WHEREAS the Tariff Commission has transmitted to me a report of such findings 


and its recommendations based thereon, and has also transmitted a copy of such report 
to the War Food Administrator: 

NOW, THEREFORE, I, FRANKLIN D. ROOSEVELT, President of the United States 
of America, do hereby find and declare, on the basis of such supplemental investigation 
and report, that no circumstances exist requiring the provisions of my proclamation of 
May 28, 1941, with respect to wheat and wheat flour purchased by the War Food Admin- 
istrator or any agency or person designated by him. Accordingly, pursuant to the afore- 
said section 22, I hereby proclaim that the provisions of my said proclamation of May 28, 
1941, are suspended, effective immediately, insofar as they apply to wheat and wheat flour 
purchased by the War Food Administrator or any agency or person designated by him. 

IN WITNESS WHEREOF, I have hereunto set my hand and caused the seal of the 
United States of America to be affixed. 

ONE at the City of Washington this 29th day of April in the year of our Lord nine- 
teen hundred and forty-three and of the Independence of the United States of America 
the one hundred and sixty-seventh.

WHEAT EXPORT PROGRAM TERMINATED 
The War Food Administration announced the Wheat Export program, under which 
payments are made for wheat exported to designated foreign countries, was suspended 
after May 14, 
Until May 14, however, the rate of payment was 30 cents a bushel. This rate has 


prevailed since March 30, and is being extended for a sufficient period to give exporters 
opportunity to complete present trade negotiations. 

Suspension of the program, in operation since December 2, was decided upon by WFA 
officials to conserve wheat supplies, to provide for increased domestic outlets for wheat 
both for human food and livestock feed, and because operations under the program have 
been on a small seale. A total of only about 6,650,000 bushels of wheat has been sold for 
export under this program, since December 2. 

Exporters have until October 31, to export the wheat sold under the program, and may 
file claims for payment of the export subsidy through Tecember 31.
